While McDaniel had a plu- 
rality of 30,468 in the city, Donnell 
piled up a large plurality in St, 
Louis County, the total, with one 
precinct missing, being 33,121. 

It developed also that most of the 
unreported vote was in Republican 
counties, and as these reports con- 
tinued to come in McDaniel con- 
tinued to lose ground.

Be Called a Political Landslide 


Election Results Disprove the Forecasts of 


Many Prognosticators and 
So-Called Polls.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in obliterating the 
historic anti-third term precedent, 
received the vote of confidence he 
requested during his campaign with 
Wendell L. Willkie. 

The President’s top-heavy ma- 
jority in the electoral college, how- 
ever, cannot be called a political 
landslide, as were his overwhelm- 
ing victories in 1932 and 1936. In- 
dications are that his popular vote 
this year will be about 55 per cent. 
In 1936 he had 62 per cent of the 
popular vote and in 1932 he got 59 
per cent. 

The international situation, na- 
tion-wide support of the New Deal 
program, the President’s personal 
popularity and a professional polit- 
ical organization were responsible 
for his third victory over the Re- 
publicans. Willkie, a colorful and 
dynamic campaigner, was not able 
to overcome lack of a program of 
his own, and he received not much 
more than the anti-Roosevelt votes. 

The Republican majorities were 
in farm states, which were dissat- 
isfield with the New Deal agricul- 
tural policies and fearful that the 
President was leading the country 
into war, and the traditionally Re- 
publican states of Maine, Vermont, 
the only two Republican states in 
1936. 


Democrats Still Rule House. 

Republicans had been confident 
they would gain enough seats in 
the House to give them control 
there, even if Willkie was defeat- 
ed. The latest returns show the 
House will continue firmly Demo- 
cratic, with Speaker Rayburn re- 
taining his office. The Senate, 
which was overwhelmingly Demo- 
cratic, will remani so. 

President Roosevelt’s victory 
means the resignation of John L. 
Lewis as head of the CIO, if the 
labor leader fulfills the promise he 
made in his announcement of sup- 
port of the Republican candidate. 
The CIO will hold its national con- 
vention Noy. 18. 

The election results disproved 
the forecasts of many political] 
prognosticators and the so-called 
polls. The Gallup poll on Monday 
indicated such a close race that 
its director refused to make a pre- 
diction. His “samplings” gave 
Roosevelt 276 electoral votes, with 
255 votes “sure” or “leaning” to 
Willkie. The poll also gave the 
President only 52 per cent of the 
popular vote, 

The closest approximation to the 
actual figures were given in ad- 


;vance in the survey of Fortune 


Magazine, which forecast that 
Roosevelt would get 55.2 per cent 
of the popular vote. 

Two Writers Proved Wrong. 

Two outstanding political writers 
were proved wrong. David Law- 
rence, syndicate columnist, pre- 
dicted a Willkie victory with a 
minimum of 267 electoral votes; 


Arthur Sears Hennings, chief 
Washington correspondent of the 
Chicago Tribune, guessed 280 votes 
for Willkie. Arthur Krock, polit- 
ical writer for the New York 
Times, forecast a close election 
with the edge to the President, 
and a similar prediction was made 
by G. Gould Lincoln, political 
writer for the Washington Star. 

The closest prediction by a na- 
tional writer was that of Jay Frank- 
lin, New Deal columnist, who de- 
clared the President would carry 
40 states with 400 electoral votes. 
Emil Hurja, editor of the Path- 
finder and formerly a statistician 
for the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, made the worst guess of 
any nationally known prophet. He 
said Willkie would get 353 electoral 
votes and a popular majority of 
more than 4,000,000. 

Democratic National Chairman 
Edward J. Flynn proved himself as 
good a forecaster as his predecessor, 
James A. Farley, was in 1936. 
Flynn announced Saturday that the 
President would get 427 electoral 
votes and carry all but nine states. 
Representative Joseph W. Martin, 
chairman of the Republican Nation- 
al Committee, predicted a Willkie 
victory with 324 electoral votes. 

As in the past, betting odds indi- 
cated the winner. The President 
went to the polis on the long end 
of 12-to-5 odds. 

The New Dealers carried all the 
heavily populated states that Will- 
kie had to have to win. They were 
New York, 47 electoral votes; Penn- 
sylvania 36, Illinois 29, Ohio 26, and 
California 22. 

Lower-Income Groups. 

Returns from the industrial Mid- 
dle Atlantic States indicate the 
President retains his hold on the 
lower-income groups which have 
been benefited by the social and 
economic programs of the New 
Deal. 

These groups were influenced 
only slightly, if at all, by claims 
that Roosevelt’s election for a third 
term would, lead to an American 
dictatorship. The returns from New 
York and Massachusetts show that 
the Republicans were building on 
false hopes when they expected the 
usually Democratic Italian and 
Irish voters to switch to the Will- 
kie-McNary ticket. If these racial 
blocks did switch, they were coun- 
terbalanced by the support given 
the Democratic ticket by British, 
Scandinavian, Polish and Czech vo- 
ters ,because of the international 
policy of President Roosevelt and 
Secretary of State Hull. 

Willkie ran best in the farm 
areas. It is one of the political 
ironies that neither Vice-Presiden- 
tial candidates was able to carry 
his own state. Returns indicated 
the President had carried Oregon, 
home of Senator McNary, and that 
Willkie had carried Iowa. home of 
former Secretary of Agriculture 
Wallace. The Vice-Presidential can- 
didates were put on their respective 
tickets with the idea they would 


bring in farm votes,

CHICAGO, Nov. 6 (AP).—Unof- 
ficial returns from a substantial 
majority of the State’s precincts 
indicated today that Illinois had in- 
dorsed a third term for President 
Roosevelt by a plurality of approx- 
imately 100,000 votes, but elected a 
Republican,.Governor. 

Returns from 7805 of the State’s 
8378 precincts gave Roosevelt l,- 
995,758 to 1,865,967 for Wendell L. 


Willkie. 

The President piled up his lead 
in the Democratic stronghold of 
Cook County (Chicago), where re- 
turns from 4215 of 4389 precincts 
gave him 1,136,109 and Willkie 879,- 
327. 

Willkie Ahead Downstate. 

In the Republican districts down- 
state, Willkie was ahead, 3590 of 
3989 precincts giving him 986,640 
votes to 859,649 for Roosevelt. 

While it was clear that the Pres- 
ident was winning Illinois’ 29 elec- 
toral votes, late returns showed 
that he would not enjoy the great 
pluralities he had in his two pre- 
vious campaigns. In 1932 Roose- 
velt carried Illinois by 449,548. Four 
years later his plurality was 712,- 
606 


Republican C. Wayland Brooks 
forged into a narrow lead over 
United States Senator James M. 
Slattery, Democrat, in their hotly 
contested race for United States 
Senator. 

On the strength of late gains in 
the Cook County area outside the 
city of Chicago, Brooks went out 
in front by 7458 votes with all but 
197 of the State’s precincts re- 
ported. 

An Associated Press tabulation 
gave Brooks 1,973,238 and Slattery, 
1,965,780 in 8181 out of 8378 pre- 
cincts. 

Throughout last night and most 
of today, Senator Slattery held firm- 
ly to a narrow advantage gained in 
heavily Democratic Chicago pre- 
cincts. 

Dwight H. Green, Republican, 
whose campaign pledges included 
one to “drive the Kelly-Nash ma- 
chine from power,” was elected 
Governor by a vote exceeding that 
cast for Willkie and all otherg on 
his ticket. 

Green Vote Heavy. 

The 43-year-old Chicago attor- 
ney at times ran ahead of Roose- 
velt in the voting, and his total of 
1,754,520 with 1407 precincts unre- 
ported, was only 14,621 votes be- 
hind that of Herbert Hoover in the 
1928 presidential election. Hoover's 
vote was the largest ever received 
by a Republican candidate in IIli- 
nois. : 

Harry B. Hershey, Green’s Dem- 
ocratic opponent, acknowledged de- 
feat not long after Green had 
claimed victory and Mayor Edward 
J. Kelly of Chicago, Democratic 
National Committeeman, conceded 
that Hershey was beaten. 

The vote in 6971 of Illinois’ 8378 
precincts was Green 1,654,520; Her- 
shey 1,580,883.

BRITISH OPINION

London Press Hails Roose- 
velt Victory as Welcome 
News — Unprecedented 
Display Given Vote. : 


LONDON, Nov. 6 (AP).—London 
newspapers today hailed President 
Roosevelt’s re-election as a blow at 
Adolf Hitler and welcome news for 
Britain. 


An editorial in the Evening Star 
said, “All the influence which Hit- 
ler was able to bring to bear was 
thrown against him (Roosevelt),” 
and added:

It is one 
of a growing number of signs that 
the tide is setting against tyranny 
and will finally engulf it.” 

The Evening News, whose front 
page proclaimed “Roosevelt victor- 
ious,” declared editorially: “Every 
vote cast yesterday was a vote 
against Hitler... . We ourselves 
can be thankful the campaign is 
ended. America will quicken her 
stride again and without any of 
the delays that might have come 
from the sending of a new man to 
the White House.” 

The British press, emphasizing 
the election news in unprecedented 
fashion, reflected the edge of pref- 
erence the British had given to 
Roosevelt as against his opponent 
—a preference which acknowledged 
Wendell L. Willkie’s stand for con- 
tinued aid to Britain, but clung to 
the established fact fo the incum- 
bent’s performance. 

“We know Roosevelt better than 
the other candidate,” was a typical 
comment. Another: “It would be 
ticklish business to change govern- 
ments. right now.”

BERLIN STUDIOUSLY 
AVOIDS COMMENT

BERLIN, Nov. 6.—The Nazis me- 
ticulously refrained today from 
making any comment on the re-elec- 
tion of President Roosevelt, which 
could be construed as taking sides 
or might provide interventionists 
in America with any ammunition. 

The most typical and most re- 
sponsible comments obtainable this 
afternoon on the outcome of the 
election reserved judgment and 
certainly showed few outstanding 
signs of enthusiasm, but were 
painstakingly correct. 

“The re-election of Roosevelt is 
noted coolly and objectively in Ber- 
lin,” one commentator said, “and 
changes nothing in the German at- 
titude of the recent past, which con- 
sists of regarding American occur- 
rences and affairs as internal Amer- 
ican concerns which play no special 
part in the political life of the 
Reich. 

“Roosevelt has control of the 
great state and party machines and 
a great majority for him had been 
expected in America.” 

“We do not know, and only time 
will reveal, how Roosevelt will car- 
ry on his policies and in what way 
the principles and directives will 
be put into effect which were pro- 
claimed to the men and women of 
America, the Christian denomina- 
tions, the party organizations, et 
cetera, of the country (during the 
campaign). 

“It is not uninteresting, if one 
studies the election which was con- 
ducted on great political issues, to 
note the large number of persons 
voting, which shows at least that 
the American people are much in- 
terested in the question of America 
staying out of the war—a question 
which was emphasized by both can- 
didates—and that this question 
plays and important part in Amer- 
ican life.” 

The election was followed with 
intense interest by the Americans 
who remain in Berlin. 

There are only about 500, most 
of them connected with the Ameri- 
can embassy or consulate, or with 
American newspapers, and having 
access, as a result, to foreign broad- 
casts. Many stayed up all night or 
to about 4 a. m. today, when the 
first actual counts began to arrive.

HOPSON, MOANING,

COCHRAN AND 
SULLIVAN WIN 


G. O. P. Candidate Walter 
C. Ploeser Goes Ahead 
in County After Close 
Race in City. 


The Democrats elected two nomi- 
nees to the House of Representa- 
tives yesterday from the St. Louis 
district, while a third Democratic 
nominee, Congressman C. Arthur 
Anderson, went down in defeat un- 
der a wave of Republican votes in 
the county. 

John J. Cochran, veteran Demo- 
cratic member of the House af 
Representatives from the Thir- 
teenth Congressional] District, was 
re-elected yesterday by an almost 
two-to-one vote over his Repub- 
lican opponent, W. S. Sanford. 
Cochran received 82,322 votes to 
45,301 for Sanford, a majority of 
37,021, complete tabulation of the 
249 precincts in the district showed. 

Congressman Anderson, who was 
first elected in 1937, was defeated 
by Walter C. Ploeser, an insurance 
broker. In all 218 precincts in the 
city, Anderson ran neck-and-neck 
with Ploeser, polling 59,262 to 58,- 
234 for Ploeser, but in the County 
204 out of 210 precincts gave 
Ploeser 66,138 to 47,362 for Ander- 
son. Ploeser thus had an over-all 
lead of 17,748 on the basis of incom- 
plete returns. 

Sullivan Wins. 

John B. Sullivan, Secretary to 
Mayor Dickmann, won his race for 
Congressman from the Eleventh 
District on the Democratic ticket, 
defeating Charles J. Riley. Sulli- 
van had 85,656 to 67,966 for Riley, 
a majority of 17,690, or only half as 
much as Cochran’s majority. 

A last-minute effort to save An- 
derson’s seat in Congress was 
made by his supporters this week 
when they sent Twelfth District 
voters an appeal through the mails 
urging Anderson’s election as a step 
toward preserving peace. Sponsor 
of the circulars was a “Republican 
Club for Re-election of Congress- 
man Anderson,” but reporters were 
unable to reach three officers 
named. 

Reporters, however, checking city 
directories found three of the same 
names, or very similar names, list- 


ing and distributing company. The 
letters. inclosed a sample ballot 
showing how to vote a Republican 
state and national ticket except 
for a vote for Anderson, as “an 
extra X to keep US out of war.” 
Cochran in Post Since 1926. 

Cochran has represented what is 
now the Thirteenth District since 
1926, having been first elected to 
an unexpired term. Subsequently 
he was elected to seven full terms 
of two years each. He is 59 years 
old, and has lived in his congres- 
sional district since infancy. He 
has consistently refused to heed 
politicians who wanted him to run 
for Mayor and Governor.

He is 33 
years old, married, and has two 
children. He is a former State 
Representative. Sullivan, who lives 
at 4867 Fountain avenue, is an at- 
torney. He is 42 and unmarried.

Wendell L. Willkie carried all 
but one of the largest and best 
known towns in St. Louis County 
in yesterday’s election, rolling up 
his largest plurality in Ladue Vil- 
lage, where he led President Roose- 
velt by 4 to 1.

Ladue voters gave Willkie 1251 
votes to 306 for Roosevelt and be- 
stowed even a slightly larger plu-

who led Lawrence McDaniel by 
1281 to 269, 
Donnell ran slightly ahead of 


Willkie in all of the 10 towns and 
in Webster Groves, where he lives, 
he, too, piled up a 4-to-1 majority. 

Ladue has always been a Re- 
publican stronghold. It is almost 
exclusively a residential section and 
has many large homes. 

In Maplewood, where there are 
many small homes and some fac- 
tories, Roosevelt’s plurality was 
very slim.

sleep, breakfasted leisurely and 
made a final survey of the election 
returns before sending his telegram. 

Then he dressed and at 11:45 
went down 12 floors in the Com- 
modore Hotel to broadcast from a 
parlor off the main ballroom, where 
less than 12 hours earlier he had 
told a rally of his partisans, “Don't 
be afraid, and never quit.” 

After speaking on the radio, he 
told reporters that he had no im- 
mediate plans except “to rest here 
for a few days and then go some- 
where for a vacation.” 

“I want to say I am feeling fine 
and I accept the election with com- 
plete good will,” he declared. “I am 
proud to have led the crusade I did, 
and I believe completely, and if 
anything more deeply, in it than I 
ever did before. 

“I believe the ultimate adoption 
of the principles I advocated is in- 
dispensable for the. continuance of 
this free way of life.” 

Willkie said he had entered the 
campaign without bitterness and 
added, “I end it with no ill will or 
bitterness toward anyone.” 

Checks Returns Carefully. 

Before he retired last night, Will- 
kie had spent nearly 10 hours care- 
fully checking returns from each 
state. Seated at the end of a green 
couch littered with newspapers 
and election charts, he smoked 
numerous’ cigarettes, conferred 
with associates and made penciled

Early Comment. 

A special corps of statisticians 

sent in periodic reports on prob- 
able state totals. Early in the eve- 
ning, Willkie described the election 
as a “horse race” and expressed 
the opinion it would not be de- 
cided until Wednesday. 
He talked for a while with 
Thomas E. Dewey, New York Dis- 
trict Attorney who had opposed 
him for the presidential nomina- 
tion, and later with Sinclair Weeks 
of Massachusetts, chairman of the 
executive committee of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, and 
John Hollister, the committee’s 
liaison man with Willkie. 

Shortly after midnight, Willkie 
went to the ballroom, where a “vic- 
tory party” rapidly was turning 
into a quiet gathering. He received 
a hearty cheer, and his supporters 
took up the chant “We want Will- 
kie,” which had been heard 
throughout the Philadelphia con- 
vention and the campaign. 

Remarks to Supporters. 
He stepped to the platform, in 
front of an election blackboard, 
and expressed thanks to his “fel- 
low fighters in this struggle.” 

“I congratulate you,” he said, 
“on being a part of the greatest 
crusade of the century... ,.I hope 
that none of you is either afraid 
or disheartened, because I am not 
in the slightest. ... 

“I hear some people shouting to 
me, ‘Don’t give up.’ I guess those 
people don’t know me.” 

Altogether, he spoke fewer than 
200 words, and the applause con- 
tinued longer than he had talked. 
Many men and women pressed 
around him as he returned to the 
elevator, and he stopped to shake 
hands with a dozen. As soon as 
he had departed, the bulk of the 
crowd left the hall.

St. Louis Representation in Legis- 
lature Remains Democratic, 
St. Louis representation in the 
Missouri State Legislature _re-

The figures showed there was 
little splitting of ballots in the Rep- 
resentative races here, most of the 
major party voters casting straight 
tickets.

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Roosevelt’s Victory Stirs 
Talk of :\Renewed Efforts 
to Heal Rift Within 
Ranks of Labor. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (AP).— 
President -Roosevelt’s victory over 
Wendell L. Willkie gave John L. 


Lewis his cue today to step down 
as CIO president, and encouraged 
conjecture that new efforts would 
be made to end the AFL-CIO 
schism in union ranks. 

Lewis met reporters at his office 
today. He appeared in cheerful 
mood, but said he would not make 
any public comment on the results 
of yesterday’s election. 

Lewis staked his CIO leadership 
on a Roosevelt defeat when he 
issued his dramatiic call to followers 
two weeks ago to vote for Willkie. 
Closest associates said no one 
would be able to dissuade the vet- 
eran labor leader from carrying 
through his avowed intention to 
quit as CIO head. 

A New Deal backer in 1936, 
Lewis announced in his Willkie ap- 
peal that if a third term were giv- 
en to President Roosevelt, he would 
regard it as a vote of “no confi- 
dence” in his judgment and retire 
from his office when the CIO 
meets in convention Nov. 18. 
Despite this, however, a move- 
ment got under way at the first 
sign of a Roosevelt victory to have 
Lewis reconsider and continue in 
his present No. 1 CIO post. 

If that move fails, Philip Murray 
of Pittsburgh, a CIO vice-president, 
probably would be the choice to 
carry on the leadership of an or- 
ganization which split into two po- 
litical camps as soon as Lewis 
came out for Willkie. 

Labor leaders said it would be 
largely guesswork to gauge at once 
the effect of election outcome on 
the pro-Lewis and pro-Roosevelt 
adherents within the CIO camp 
where Lewis leadership has been 
the dominant force for the last 
five years. 

Lewis aids said they were con- 
fident that the CIO would be able 
to survive campaign bitterness and 
that the job ahead, with or with- 
out Lewis at the top, was one of 
reconciliation. 

The triumph of the pro-Roosevelt 
leaders in the CIO brought predic- 
tions from some sources that an 
AFL-CIO peace settlement within 
six months would be worked out. 
AFL leaders have blamed Lewis 
for failure of past conferences to 
produce a labor settlement. 

On the other hand, the pro-Lewis 
forces asserted Lewis would con- 
tinue to exert a major influence 
over CIO policy and direction since 
along with his CIO presidency, he 
has been the leader and outstand- 
ing figure of the powerful United 
Mine Workers’ Union, regarded as 
the key unit of the CIO. 

The CIO presidency paid Lewis 
no salary. The mine union post 


carries a salary of $25,000 a year. 


If Murray succeeds Lewis as the 
top man of CIO, Lewis will be 
handing over the title to one of 
his closest associates for 30 years. 
Murray, like Lewis, is a miner, and 
ranks next to Lewis in the miners’ 
union. 

Lewis was founder and first 
president of the CIO; it grew out 
of a break with the AFL over or- 
ganizing policies in the big mags 
production industries in 1935. 


Miss Perkins Interprets Vote as 
Symbol of Unity. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 6 (AP). — 
Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins interpreted mounting election 
returns favorable to President 
Roosevelt last night as evidence 
that “we still are going to have a 
little humanity and a little unity 
in labor in the country.” 
She made the statement when 
asked what she thought the _ re- 
turns reflected in view of John L., 
Lewis’ indorsement of Wendell

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 6 (AP).— 
Led by President Roosevelt who 
rolled up a lead that passed 250,- 
000 today, Democrats captured 
Pennsylvania’s 36 electoral votes, 
re-elected Senator Joseph F. Guf- 
fey, retained their two offices in the 
State Government and gained in

The Democrats, by virtue of plu- 
ralities in Philadelphia, in Pitts-

Senator Guffey ran behind the 
President, by 100,000 votes.

THIRD TERM ENDS 
TRADITION: DATING 
BACK 190 YEARS 


Of 11 Presidents Who 
Faced Problem, Roose- 
velt Was First to Put 
Clear Test Up to Public. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (AP).— 
The third term tradition—part and 
parcel of American political history 
for a century and a half—was swept 


triumph, 

It was the first clear-cut test of 
the old tradition. It was the first 
time the electorate had ever ex- 
pressed itself directly on the sub- 
ject. 

President Roosevelt was the 
eleventh chief executive in the na- 
tion’s history to confront the third 
term problem. The issue played a 
major part in the heated campaign 
waged against him. Throughout 
the weeks of electioneering, numer- 


ous demands were heard for a con- 
stitutional limit on the number of 
years a President may serve. 
Whether Roosevelt’s success at 
the polls would intensify or dimin- 
ish the urgency of such demands 
was uncertain. The President, how- 
ever, has given the nation his as- 
surance that his third term—which 
he sought because of the “great 
storm raging” in the world—would 
be his last. 

Roosevelt never mentioned the 
third term issue in his brief cam- 
paign, but in his speech at Cleve- 
land last Saturday night he pre- 
dicted that the nation would “reach 
the clear, sure footing ahead” in the 
next four years and that then 
“there will be another President in 
the White House.” 

And, as if to reply to the charges 
of dictator ambitions that his foes 
had raised against him, he contin- 
ued by saying that there would be 
“Many more Presidents in the years 
to come, and I think that in those 
years to come that word ‘Presi- 
dents’ will be a word to cheer the 
hearts of common men and women 
everywhere.” 

Theodore Roosevelt's Race. 

Before Roosevelt decided to carry 
the third term question to the 


Madison, Monroe, Jackson, Grant, 
Cleveland, Wilson, Theodore Roose- 
velt and Coolidge have had the op- 
portunity to consider testing the 
precedent. 

The only time, however, that any- 
thing like a third term issue went 
to the public was in the celebrated 
three-cornered campaign of 1912, 
but that occasion did not supply 
the clear-cut test comparable to 
1940. 

In 1912, Theodore Roosevelt en- 
tered the presidentia] lists on the 
Bull Moose ticket against Wilson, 
the Democratic candidate, and Wil- 
liam Howard Taft, Republican 
nominee. 

Roosevelt, succeeding the assas- 
sinated McKinley as President in 
1901 served out part of one term 
in the White House and then was 
elected for a full terms in 1904. Oe 
the night of that victory, he issued 
a statement that he considered the 
first three years as President 
equivalent to a full term. Calling 
the tradition against a third term, 
a “wise custom,” he said he would 
never accept nor seek another nom- 
ination. 

It was a statement Roosevelt 
later rued. He once told an inti- 
mate that he would cut off his 
right hand at the wrist to recall 
it. 

Despite it, however, Roosevelt 
ran in 1912, his partisans arguing 
that there was no third term ques- 
tion. They contended that he had 
been chosen Vice-President for the 
four years during which he suc- | 
ceeded McKinley, and therefore had | 
been given only one actual term as. 
President by the people. He fin- | 
ished third in the 1912 contest. 


Grant Tried to Get It. 

The only President to seek a third | 
term nomination after being elect- | 
ed for two full terms was Ulysses| 
S. Grant. The third term issue) 
was urged against him in the Re-| 
publican National Convention of 
1880 and he lost the nomination to 
James A. Garfield dfter leading in 
the convention balloting for 35 bal- 
lots. 

Historians still dispute what the’ 
real attitude of the nation’s found-| 
ing fathers was toward the ques-| 
tion of a third term for a Presi- 
dent.

Democratic candidates in St. 
Clair County were swept into of- 
fice yesterday in the third succes- 
sive landslide in a presidential 
election year since 1932. Demo- 
crats running for State offices, 
even those who lost or lead only 
by slim margins, received an over- 
whelming vote in the county. 

Complete but unofficial returns 
showed a record turnout of voters 
—90,576 compared with 84,502 in 

- 1936 and 74,013 in 1932, The huge 
majorities were rolled up in the 


East St. Louis industrial area. In} 


Belleville and the rurgl areas, 
Democrats and Republicans voted 
in about even numbers. 

In the presidential race, Roosevelt 
received 53,532 votes, Willkie 35,934 
—a slimmer margin than was re- 
turned in 1936, when the President 
led Landon by 27,758. 

In the contest for Governor, Har- 
ry B. Hershey, Democrat, who has 
conceded defeat, received 50,664 
votes from St. Clair County, while 
the victor, Dwight H. Green, got 
36,207. James M. Slattery, Demo- 
cratic candidate for United States 
Senator, who was leading by a slim 
margin in late State-wide returns, 
received 50,021 votes to 35,524 for 
C. Wayland Brooks. 

Congressman Edwin M. Schaefer 
of Belleville, staunch New Deal 
supporter, was re-elected for his 
fifth successive term, defeating 
Republican ‘State Representative 
Calvin D. Johnson of Belleville, 95,- 
245 to 78,050, on the basis of re- 
turns from ajl but three of the 
331 precincts in St. Clair, Madison, 
Washington and Bond counties. 
No returns were available from 
Monroe County, the fifth county 
in the Twenty-second Congression- 
al District, but the vote there could 
not change results materially. 

Prosecutor Retained. 

The smallest majority was re- 
ceived by State’s Attorney Louis P. 
Zerweck, re-elected for his third 
successive term. He defeated Re- 
publican candidate John T. Thomas 
45,207 to 40,783. Thomas attacked 
Zerweck’'s failure to keep gambling 
resorts out of the county, while 
Zerweck replied that he had suc- 
cessfully prosecuted law violations 
“brought to my attetion.” 

All five Democratic Levee Board 
candidates were elected by a 2 to 1 
vote.

=a Many Draftees Likely to Be Put 
| In Army Non-Combatant Services 


Questionnaires to Help Pick Men for Quarter- 
master Corps and Medical, Finance, Ord- 
nance, Chemical Warfare Branches.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6—While 
the chief design of the Selective 
Service System is to provide a 
fighting army, a certain proportion 
of men sent to camp will be classi- 
fied into various services which 
normally are non-combatant. At 
the War Department it was ex- 
plained today that all selected men, 
fo> purposes of physical condition- 
ing, will receive 13 weeks of basic 
military training. The army will 
make the final decision in each 
case, but every man will be per- 
mitted and even encouraged to 
state the branch he prefers and in 
which he believes himself best qual- 
ified to be of use. 

The “services” of the army are 
so called because they serve the 
fighting troops by relieving them 
from such activities as supply, ad- 
ministration and hospitalization. 
The formal number of services is 
nine. The corps of engineers and 
the chemicadl warfare departmen 
have service as well as combat 
units. The Public Relations 
Branch, under the Military Intelli- 
gence Division of the General Staff,- 
is expected to require a number of 
selected men to help man its units 
at every camp, post and statien. 

Services Listed. 

The services and their functions 
are as follows: 

The Adjutant General’s Depart- 
ment—It keeps the records and 
handles the correspondence of the 
military establishments; communi- 
cates to the army all orders, in- 


structions and regulations issued 
by the Secretary of War through 
the Chief of Staff or otherwise; 
manages educational and recrea- 
tional programs, and publishes and 
distributes War Department docu- 
ments, 

The Inspector General’s Depart- 
ment—It conducts periodic inspec- 
tions and special investigations of 
the conduct, discipline and effi- 
ciency of officers and troops; ex- 
amines the money accounts of army 
disbursing officers, and reports on 
the condition of military camps and 
posts, service schools, general hos- 
pitals, armories, arsenals, depots, 
recruiting stations and disciplinary 
barracks. 

The Judge-Advocate General’s 
Department—This is the legal serv- 
ice of the army. It examines and 
advises upon all records of trial 
by court-martial, supervises the 
system of military justice and han- 
dies the legal aspects of business, 
property and financial operations 
coming under the Secretary of 
War, as well as questions growing 
out of the status, relations and 
activities of members of the army. 

The Quartermaster Corps — It 
has charge of the soldiers’ food, 
clothing and housing; it acquires, 
stores and distributes most of his 
supplies outside weapons and am- 
munition; it builds and maintains 
housing facilities,permanent or tem- 
porary, for all arms and services; 
it manages army transport, on land 
and at sea; develops and acquires 
most of the motor vehicles used, 
except tanks and certain heavy 
trucks; it installs, operates and re- 
pairs all army utilities, such as 
laundries and heating, light, water 
and ice plants. 

How Salaries Are Paid. 

The Finance Department — It 

spends all funds appropriated by 
Congress for the army, pays the 
salaries of War Department person- 
nel, settles amounts due for mili- 
tary purchases and audits the 
army’s accounts. 
The Medical Department — Its 
duty is to maintain the army’s 
health, treat the sick and heal the 
wounded. It conducts physical ex- 
aminations of enlisted and selected 
men to determine their admission 
into the army. It advises on meas- 
ures to preserve health and con- 
trol disease. Its installations range 
from large peacetime general hos- 
pitals to mobile units operating at 
the battlefront. 


The Ordnance Department—Its 
business is the design, manufac- 
ture, procurement and storage of 
more than 2500 items of weapons 
and ammunition, including cannon 
of all sizes, tanks, armored cars, 
machine guns, rifles, pistols and 
bombs. 

The Chemical Warfare Service— 
Its non-combatant staff develops 
and supplies gases, smokes and in- 
cendiary materials as offensive

The Corps of Chaplains—It is 
specially charged with the religious 
and moral welfare of members of 
all arms and services. 

Five Services Use Enlisted Men. 

Prior to the draft, five of the 
services used considerable numbers 
of enlisted men, and are certaia, 
with the great expansion of the 
army ir prospect, to draw upon the 
selected lists for thousands of 
others. These are the Quarter- 
master Corps and the Finance, 
Medical, Ordnance and Chemical 
Warfare Departments. The mem- 
bers of the Corps of Chaplains are 
all officers, with grades from First 
Lieutenant to Colonel. The De-

CHICAGO, Nov. 6—Hank Greenberg, the big slugger, who after 


geven years as first baseman for the Detroit Tigers moved to left field 
“for the good of the team,” today is the American League’s “most valu- 
able player” for the second time in six campaigns. Greenberg, experi- 
encing one of the best years of his major league career in helping the 
Tigers to win the American League pennant, topped the circuit in 
home runs and runs batted in. 


Twenty-four members of the 
Baseball Writers’ Assagiation of 
America, who participated in the 
voting, gave the 29-year-old slugger 
292 points in the voting for the an- 
nual award, This was 70 more than 
credited to Bob Feller, the young 
“fireball” pitcher of the Cleveland 
Indians. Each of the writers listed 
10 men in order of preference in 
addition to others named for hon- 
orable mention. First place count- 
ed 14 points, second nine and so on 
down the line to one point for tenth 
place. 

Slugger Hank, previously named 
“most valuable” in 1935, who hit 41 
homers and batted across 150 tal- 
lies in the Tigers’ drive to the pen- 
nant, received 16 first place votes 
out of the possible 24. He was sec- 
ond on seven ballots, while one 
writer dropped him to sixth place. 
Feller, who won 27 games for the 
second place Indians, received six 
first place votes, while Buck New- 
som, Detroit, and Lou Boudreau, 
Cleveland, each received one. 


Joe DiMaggio in Third Place. 

Joe DiMaggio, of the Yankees, 
the 1939 most valuable athlete, who 
captured the league’s batting title 
for the second straight year, took 
third place with 151 ppoints, fol- 
lowed by Newsom, 120, and Bou- 
dreau, 119. Jimmy Foxx, three 
times “most valuable” in the cir- 
cuit, was credited with 110 points. 

Three members of the Browns 
received points in the voting. Rip 
Radcliff, the outfielder, who 
topped the league in hitting for 
a great part of the season, was 
in ninth place with 55 points. 
Walter Judnich, one of the out- 
standing recruits of the year, re- 
ceived six, while Elden Auker, 
who beat the Indians five times, 
was credited with one point. 


Schoolboy Rowe, Detroit’s come- 
back pitcher, who failed dismally 
in the world series with the Reds 
of Cincinnati, took seventh place in 
the pool with 62 points, followed by 
his teammate Rudy York, with 61.

Do Pari-Mutuels Pay? 


They Netted New York 
_, More Than_ $5,000,000 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6 (AP).—Figures eloquently tell the story of 
New York's amazingly successful first racing season with the mutuels. 
The five tracks operated 174 days. The total money bet was $103,259,391, 
for the astounding daily average of $593,444. The attendance (turn- 
stile) came to 2,038,154, or 11,713 a day. The State and tracks drew 
a total of $11,145,454, or $5,572,727 a side. 


These figures are possible this 
early through a check of those an- 
nounced each day throughout the 
season by various racing associa- 
tions, and are not the official state 
figures. However, they will differ 
very little. 

The five tracks combined must 
have cleared more than $3,000,000. 
As nearly as can be estimated, Em- 
pire City and Aqueduct probably 
netted around $900,000 each; Jama- 
ica more than $700,000; Belmont 


where there is no such population 
to draw from, over $250,000. These 
estimates are based upon daily in- 
come and expenditures, and it must 
be remembered that many thou- 
sands of dollars either have been 


provements and modernization. 
Admission Taxes Excluded. 

As for the state, it’s more than 
five-and-a-half millions revenue 
here reported ig exclusive of ad- 
mission taxes and betting income 
from trotting meets. In 1939, the 
last year for bookmakers here, the 
State received total taxes from 
racing amounting to only $616,871. 
In 1933, before the creation of the 
State Racing Commission, racing 
paid the State no revenue. 

To realize the immensity of New 
York’s “experimental” mutuels sea- 
gon, some comparison should be 
made with other sectors of the 
country. Pari mutuels are legal 
in some 20 states. The total han- 
die for the dozen leading States 


State revenue was $9,470,781. 

Thus this season in New York, 
with only 174 days, the total handle 
exceeded one-third of the entire 
play for those 12 states, while the 
State’s revenue came to almost 60 
per cent of the total derived in the 
dozen other major sectors. 

The outside states used for this 
comparison were Arkansas, Califor- 
nie, Delaware, Florida, Kentucky, 
Illinois, Maryland, Massachusetts, 


Island and Washington. Califor- 
nia, alone, had 273 days of raciing 
in 1939. Illinois had 200. 


“Take” May Be Reduced. 


Next year, New York’s “take” 
from betting (it is now 10 per cent 
plus breakage, which amounts to 
about 1 per cent, with state and 
tracks splitting all), quite possibly 
will be reduced, due to the tremen- 
dous returns. There is talk that 
8 per cent would be adequate, and 
that, instead of breakage to the 
nickel, it could be to the penny. 
Massachusetts, in 1939 figures 
available, was the only state shar- 
ing in breakage, receiving 50 per 
cent as New York did this year. 
As for the take, South Dakota took 
6 per cent of mutuels play; Wash- 
ington received 5 per cent; no other 
state took as much as 5 per cent, 
as New York does.

Roosevelt Gets 44,832 
Votes, Willkie 30,300 on 
Complete Report of 108 
Precincts. 


Democratic candidates for na- 
tional, State and local offices car- 
ried Madison County in yesterday’s 
election by about four to three, 
with all of the Illinois county’s 
108 precincts reporting. 

President Roosevelt led Willkie 
by 14,532 votes, receiving 44,832 to 
80,300 for the Republican candi- 
date, The total vote, slightly more 
than 75,000, set a record. The pre- 
vious high was 66,369 votes in 


1936, when Roosevelt carried the 
county by 20,106. 

In all other races, Democrats 
led by majorities ranging from 
9000 to 13,000. Although they had 
been expected to win by a small 
margin, the size of their lead was 
@ surprise to most observers. 

The closest race was that for 
State’s Attorney, in which C. W. 
Burton, Edwardsville, Democrat, 
defeated the incumbent Republi- 
can, R. W. Griffith, Granite City, 
by 41,107 to 31,898, a difference of 
9209. Griffith was elected in 1938 
to fill an unexpired term.

In the contest for the unexpired

Attacks on Convoy Attributed to Pocket Bat- 
tleship, Possibly on Way Home After 
Operations in Southern Waters. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 6 (AP).— 
Shipping circles waited anxiously 
today for further word from a 
British convoy which yesterday 
sent radio distress signals telling 


of an attack 1000 miles east of 
Newfoundland by a German raider 
of the “Admiral Graf Spee class.” 

Three hours and 10 minutes after 
the 16,698-ton passenger liner Ran- 
gitiki reported yesterday that it 
was being shelled, the messages 
said the convoy still was being 
“leisurely attacked.” The freighter 
Cornish City, believed to be in the 
Same convoy, also reported being 
shelled. 

There was no further word from 
the ships overnight. 

The British navy has _ been 
searching the Atlantic for such a 
heavily-armed raider, long re- 
ported at large. 

At an east coast Canadian port 
it was learned that the Rangitiki 
and Cornish City left there re- 
cently. The passenger liner was 
believed to have been carrying 
civilians. The destinations of the 
two ships were not revealed. 
South Atlantic Ships Overdue. 
In Buenos Aires, although Brit- 
ish Embassy officials have declined 
comment, it is known from a list of 
“overdue” ships that a powerful 
German or Italian unit has been 
at large in the Atlantic. Informed 
naval circles said it was probably 
a pocket battleship, either the Ad- 
miral Scheer or the Lutzow (for- 
merly the Deutschland). They be- 
lieve that the British have been 
close on the heels of this raider, 
frequently forcing it to change 
hunting grounds. 

One source in Buenos Aires said 
this warship was apparently fol- 
lowing the route of the Graf Spee. 
This informant suggested that the 
attack in the North Atlantic indi- 
cated it was heading homeward 
after a long cruise in the South 
Atlantic. 

The position of the reported at- 
tack on the convoy is: 600 miles 
west of the declared German 


blockade zone around the British 
Isles. Maritime circles in New 
York expressed belief it was out- 
side the point where British war- 
ship escorts pick up convoys bound 
for England. 

The 531-foot Rangitiki usually 
trades between England and New 
Zealand. It was last reported in 
August passing through the Pan- 
ama Canal with 170 refugee chil- 
dren for New Zealand. The Cor- 
nish City trades between America 
and Fingland. 

New Raiders Reported. 

For months the Germans have 
concentrated their attacks on bel- 
ligerent merchant shipping with 
submarines. Recently the British 
issued an order that ships in an 
attacked convoy were not to stop 
to pick up survivors of any tor- 
pedoed member. 

The British Admiralty has stated 
that search for any German war- 
ships and armed merchant cruis- 
ers, preying on commerce, were 
largely unfruitful. 

Reports reaching martime_ cir- 
cles here indicate that, with the 
approach of winter, the Nazis may 
be preparing to launch an intens!i- 
fied campaign with U-boats, plus 
converted surface raiders. Ships 
of the latter type such as the Em- 
den, Sea Hawk, Wolf and Prinz 
Eitel Friedrich achieved notable 
successes in the World War. 

Recently German merchantmen, 
tied up for months in neutral ports, 
have departed without taking time 
to obtain clearance papers. At 
least one raider has been reported 
in the South Atlantic and another 
in the Indian Ocean. These are 
believed to be part of a number 
of 10,000-ton freighters, which were 
nearing completion in German 
shipyards at the outbreak of the 
war. They are reportedly fast and 
easily converted into armed cruis- 
ers. 

Other reports indicate that the 
Nazis may have established fuel 
and supply bases on out-of-the-way 
islands throughout the seven seas 


to service a fleet of raiders.

GERMAN PLANES 
MAKE MASS RA 
ON SOUTHAMPTON 


Public Buildings and 
Houses Smashed in Port 
City—Group Trapped in 
Art School Debris. 


LONDON, Nov. 6 (AP).—German 
bombers smashed public buildings 
and houses in Southampton in a 


massed raid early tonight and killed 
and injured a number of persons. 
The British, however, said that 
most of the raidérs were unable 
to penetrate inland. 
An art school and an office build- 
ing were hit by bombs and a num- 
ber of persons were buried in the 
ruins, : 
Three German raiders, the Air 
Ministry said, were shot down dur- 
ing the day. Two British. planes 
were missing, but one of the pilots 
was reported to be safe. 
The usual night assau‘t on Lon 
don began soon after’ dark. 
Longest Night Raid. 
Last night London was showered 
with incendiary and explosive 
bombs during its longest night 
alarm of the war, but today an offi- 
cial announcement said “the gen- 
eral scale of damage was not heavy 
and it is confirmed that the num- 
ber of casualties was not large.” 
A direct hit on a London police 
station killed a number of officers 
in a canteen. 

There was a lull in London after 
the all-night alarm was lifted but 
the afternoon brought fresh alerts, 
There were two alarms by mide- 
afternoon, each followed shortly by 
the signal for “raiders passed.” 

The night bombardment started 
at dusk yesterday and the alarm 
was still in effect when London’s 
workers started for their jobs this 
morning. 

The all clear finally was sound- 
ed shortly before 8:30 a. m. 

Sharing the brunt of the Nazi 
attacks were the industrial mid- 
lands and Eastern Scotland, where 
private homes and industrial prem- 
ises were reported damaged. Some 
damage also wes done at other 
widely-scattered points, the Govern- 
ment said. 


Single Raiders, 

The attacks apparently were car- 
ried out by single planes—mostly 
light bombers—and at no time de- 
veloped on a large scale, a come- 
munique said. Few casualties were 
reported, although they included 
some fatalities. 

The record alarm gave London 
a foretaste of what may be in store 
in the long winter nights to come. 

London’s blackouts now begin a 
few minutes before 6 p. m. (11 a,

If democracy is to survive, it is the task of 
men of thought, as wel) as men of action, to put 
aside pride and prejudice, and with courage and 
single-minded devotion, and above all with hu- 
mility. to find the truth and to teach the truth 
that shall keep men free. 


These fine words, we hope and believe, wfll be 
translated by the President into appropriate action 


as he resumes the burden of his great office. 

Mr. Willkie made a gallant and powerful fight; 
at no time in the annals of American history has 
there been one that compares with it. He rose from 
political obscurity, captured the nomination at Phila- 
delphia over the desires of the professional politi- 
cians, and entered the campaign inexperienced in 
the art of politics. Yet, for all his slow start and 
the handicaps under which he labored, he succeeded 
by sheer determination in capturing the imagination 
of the country and in attracting to his banner legions 
of Americans. He made a warm contest out of 
what looked at the beginning like a walkover, and 
to do this he displayed superb qualities of which 
the country should make use in the next four 
years. 

If we may repeat, we are Americans first, Re- 
publicans and Democrats afterward. We are pa- 
triots first, partisans afterward. Let us bind up 
the wounds of the campaign, let us lay aside all 
thoughts except thoughts for country. Let us 
unitedly and wholeheartedly accept the verdict of 
the majority and build a finer, stronger America. 


RESULTS IN MISSOURI. 

For the tenth successive national election, since it 
voted for the earlier Roosevelt in 1904, Missouri has 
proved an accurate barometer of the country’s presi- 
dential choice. Along with a substantial majority 
for the President, though a much smaller one than 
in 1932 and 1936, the Democratic State and con- 
gressional ticket has won, with the exception of an 
upset in C. Arthur Anderson’s race for re-election to 
Congress, and Lawrence McDaniel’s possible defeat 
by Forrest C. Donnell in a close finish for the gov- 
ernorship. By and large, it was another Democratic 
year, both in the State and city, while St. Louis 
County returned to the Republican fold. 

Senator Truman, re-elected for six years, originally 
got his office as a gift of Boss Pendergast, but his 
record in Congress has been, on the whole, a satis- 
factory one. Now seasoned by experience, he should 
make an even better record in his second term. In 
the crucial times ahead, every Senator has a high 
responsibility to the people of his state and of the 
nation. Mr. Truman in particular, with his progres- 
sive policies toward labor, may be expected to be 
useful in helping safeguard the administration’s 
social gains. 
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It will be all right now for the Quadrennial Order 
of Doomsters to adjourn to 1944, 
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ANOTHER BAR ASSOCIATION DEFEAT. 

Once more a party sweep in St. Louis has rendered 
futile the Bar Association’s recommendations for the 
judgeships on the Circuit bench. Nine regularly ex- 
piring seats were at stake in the election. Bar Asso- 
ciation members expressed a preference for six Re- 
publicans and three sitting Democrats. Not one of 
the Republicans was elected. For the unexpired 
term, the association members approved the elected 
Democrat. Thus, the Bar Association was defeated 
in six of its 10 choices for the Circuit Court. 

This election, fortunately, has a brighter side from 
the standpoint of the courts. If the pronounced 
trend in the returns on the non-partisan court plan 
continues, this was the last time for St. Louis to 
see its Circuit Judges selected through party. politics 
with its machine primaries, boss influence and gen- 
eral-election landslides. Majorities for Propositions 
No. 3 and 4 will mean that Missouri has taken its 
judiciary out of party politics. 

The Bar Association’s efforts to improve the bench 
have consistently gone unrewarded, in the main, at 
the polls. Their very failure demonstrated the need 
for the fundamental change which appears to have 
been achieved yesterday on the constitutional ballot. 
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An Omaha psychologist recommends a long walk 
for that after-election-morning headache. Dr. Gallup, 
of course, has been taken for a ride. 
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BALLOT SCRATCHING ON THE PROPOSITIONS. 

Although the returns on the seven propositions 
are not as yet conclusive, it is evident that the voters 
of Missouri marked their constitutional ballot with 
fine discrimination. With approximately one-third 
of the State reported, Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4 are ahead, 
and Nos, 5, 6 and 7 are far behind. 

Projected through the rest of the returns, these 
trends would mean that Missouri has approved the 
far-reaching reform of the basis on which its judi- 
clary is selected. They would mean that the two 
special-interest highway amendments have been de- 
feated and the State highway system kept free of 
the serious hobbles which either amendment would 
have imposed. They give every sign also of a smash- 
ing repudiation of the costly, needless McCawley 
referendum on the obsolete State fish and game code, 
for all practical purposes an indorsement of the | 


progress in the protection of wildlife in Missouri 
under the non-partisan Conservation Commission. 

The only one of the first four proposed constitu- 
tional amendments which is now close is No. 1— 
the amendment to increase the compensation of leg- 
islators to $125 a month. It is to be hoped that 
final returns will show this approved, but if it is 
not, members of the newly elected Legislature will 
do well to note the fact. Many a No vote on No. 1 
reflected a profound conviction that, however much 
an increase in compensation is needed, the kind of 
lawmaking which Missouri has had at Jefferson 
City is worth no more than it is now paid. 

CAME THE DAWN. 

Something is wrong. This is the day the country 
was supposed to go to the dogs. So far, we haven't 
even heard a bark. Don’t the dogs know what is 
expected of them? Didn’t they listen to the cam- 
paign oratory? 

The day began well enough at home, considering 
last night’s conviviality before the radio. The alarm 
clock, as usual, rang much too soon. But breakfast 
was no more hurried than usual. We had to run no 
farther and no faster for the bus. 

This did not specially*surprise us. After all, we 
had not expected the revolution to get out into Uni- 
versity City and Clayton for a day or two, at least. 
But we were amazed to get all the way downtown 
without encountering a single barricade. We saw no 
South Side sans-culottes clamoring for bread: no 
North Side Jacobins screaming for blood; no West 
End Bourbons trading station wagons for armored 
cars. All these people, as they arrived at stores and 
offices, were greeting each other as amiably as on 
any other morning. We did not even encounter a 
widow whose insurance money had gone up, over- 
night, in a puff of smoke. 

Now that we think of it, there is nothing wrong 
after all. We had just forgotten the old American 
habit that insists the country is going to the dogs 
once every four years, ‘sure as the sun and stars, 
regular as clockworks, smack on schedule. It never 
does happen. Yet, lest these false alarms raise any 
doubts about the crack of doom, we spend two or 
three months stirring our minds into a turmoil. 

It’s easier that way to prepare for Gabriel’s trum- 
pet. But it never did sound. Nobody heard it to- 
day. No matter what names we call, what brickbats 
we throw, we always think enough of this set-up to 
get together and keep it going—for another four, 
400 or 4000 years. 

Well, it’s all over. Tonight we can ignore the 
radio. Instead, we can get started on that pile of 
books that has been growing higher and higher, or 
we can just listen to small talk. Once again we feel 
actually human. 
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Well, now that it’s all over, it. is again possible to 
tell a service car from that of a Willkie booster. 
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ALL TOGETHER FOR THE LONG PULL. 

Beginning right now is the time to forget the bit- 
terness of the campaign. America with all its press- 
ing problems has no place for rancorous post-mor- 
tems. James A. Farley’s address last night was 
fine in its appeal for moderation on the part of the 
victors and good sportsmanship by the vanquished.

N ALL plans for national defense, only

time. They know that against the raging 
forces loose in the world the best defense 
is the strongest preparedness. 

Weakness in these days is a cordial in- 
vitation to attack. That is no longer theory; 
it is proved fact—proved in the past year. 


I hate war now more than ever. I have 
one supreme determination—to do all I can 
to keep war away from these shores for all 
time. I stand, with my party, upon the 
platform adopted in Chicago:

BERLIN, Nov. 6 (AP).—The Ger- 
man high command declared to- 
day that “increasing success” in 
the war against Britain’s merchant 
marine had brought the total of 
“enemy shipping or shipping usable 
by the enemy” sunk by German 
armed forces to 7,162,200 tons since 
the war's outbreak. 

The rate has been accelerated 
during the last two months, the 
communique said, reaching a total 


of 1,308,600 tons for September and 
October, with submarines alone ac- 
counting for 946,000 tons. 

The rate of destruction claimed 
by the Nazis is about 25 per cent 
in excess of that during Germany’s 
unrestricted submarine campaign 
of the World War. 

Today figures, for 14 months, 
average 511,585 tons per month. 

The comparable total, 8,534,000 
tons, for the 21-month unrestricted 
World War campaign starting in 
February, 1917, averaged 406,380 
tons per month. 

Actual British losses, the com- 
munique said, were higher, since 
severely damaged ships were not 
included in their figures. It as- 
serted that the air force alone 
had so damaged over 3,000,000 tons, 
and “it can safely be assumed that 
a number of these damaged ships 
never reached their home ports or 
are beyond repair.” 

(Prime Minister Winston Church- 
ill warned Commons yesterday that 
Germany’s intensified submarine 
campaign was confronting Britain 
with a menace perhaps more omin- 
ous than that of air assault.) 

The communique said submarines 
had accounted for 3,714,000 tons of 
shipping, naval surface craft for 
1,810,000 tons and the air force 
1,638,200 tons. 

Authorized sources, after a study

Democracy Defended Against Its External 
Enemies and Against Conspiracies at 
Home Will Block All Totalitarian Ten- 
dencies That May Arise. 


FTER the election, just about 
half the people, those who voted 
or the loser, have to ask them- 
selves how seriously they believe 
the campaign orators who told them 
that democracy was lost if their 
opponents won the election. Much 
will depend on how the losers an- 
swer this question. If they believe 
seriously that Mr. Willkie is the 
head and front of an unholy alli- 
ance of reactionaries and revolu- 
tionists or that Mr. Roosevelt is the 
center of an effort to set up a dic- 
tatorship and establish national 
socialism, then the loser cannot ac- 
cept the result of this election as 


dreadful exception only of the elec- 
tion of 1860, accepted the results of 
all their elections. 

But as a matter of fact, the na- 
tion will accept the result because 
accepting the result is the deep 
habit of this, the oldest and most 
solidly established democracy on 
earth. The nation will accept the 
result because the people know in 
their hearts that the rhetorical 
threats and the rhetorical promises 
which they have just been hearing 
belong to the routine of campaign- 
ing in the month of October before 
election, and that for every grain 
of truth these political words con- 
tain there are 10 grains of bun- 
combe. Were it not for this habit- 
ual common sense, which rests upon 
three centuries of experience on this 
soil with lawful and responsible 
government, elections here would 
not be elections; they would be, 
as in so many other lands where 
democracy is not deepvly rooted in 
habit, the prelude to civil war. This 
common sense will now prevail. 
Though the flaming charges of the 
last 10 days would, if they were 
seriously believed. leave the nation 
hopelessly divided and, therefore, 
paralyzed, the event will show, I 
believe, a great popular rally to the 
President-elect and no _ popular 
amiability to the losers who sulk 
or for winners who remember their 


grudges.

HE charge that one party 


democracy, but, on the contrary, it 
is the democratic system which 
saves the nation from the excesses 
of the political parties.

For both of them, it seems to me, 
have become falsely impressed by 
analogies between undesirable tend- 
encies here where democracy is 
alive and horrifying accomplished 
facts abroad where democracy has 
been killed. They forget that the 
precise function of a living democ- 
racy is to prevent undesirable tend- 
encies from becoming horrifying ac- 
complished facts. They seem to 
think that the undesirable tenden- 
cies can kill democracy, whereas, 
in fact, it is only when democracy 
has already been killed that the 
undesirable tendencies become un- 


controllable. 
M reasoning is to point out sim- 
ilarities between aspects of the 
New Deal and aspects of the to- 
talitarian systems, and then to ar- 
gue that the similarities will be- 
come greater and greater until at 
last the two systems are identical. 
But Mr. Sullivan has, I submit, 
misread the history of our times, 
having failed to see that as long as 
democracy remains in operation 
there will be effective resistance to 
jthe tendencies which he so rightly 
deplores. No democracy has ever 
voted itself into a totalitarian sys- 
tem; all totalitarian revolutions 
have first had to destroy de- 
mocracy, and none has ever dared 
to restore democracy, no matter 
how popular it pretended to be. 
The role of democracy is well ex- 
emplified -by the episode of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s attempt to pack 
the Supreme Court—a case which 
Mr. Sullivan frequently cites, and 
correctly, to illustrate a most unde- 
sirable tendency toward unre- 
strained power within the New 
Deal. 
But what is important about that 
episode is that it was an episode, 
that the attempt to pack the court 
failed because the opposition had a 
free press in which to rouse the

Russia, the first of the totalitar- 
ians, was never a democracy, of 
course, but even in Russia the law- 
ful Government, such as it was, 
did not give way to dictatorship 
until the country had suffered a 
catastrophic defeat in the World 
War and a coup d'etat in the big 
cities. : 

Italy, the second of them, was 
nominally a victor, but in fact a de- 
feated nation in the World War, 
and it was not until a coup.d’etat 
had deprived Italians of their liber- 
ties that the decent into totalitar- 
ianism began. 

Germany, the third of them, was 
betrayed and captured by a” con- 
spiracy which instituted totalitar- 
ianism when it had suppressed 
civil liberties and representative 
government. 

The France of the Vichy Govern- 
ment is the fourth of them—per- 
haps—and it was as a result of de- 
feat and conquest that the French 
democracy was suppressed, and 
then only did we begin to hear of 
a totalitarian France. But who 
can doubt that if France could get 
rid of her conqueror, France would 
get rid of her would-be dictators? 

Thus, it seems to me, the lesson 
is clear. Defend democracy against 
its external enemies so that it can- 
not be defeated or itnimidated, 
maintain the authority of lawful 
government at home against all 
conspiracies and subversive ele- 
ments, and within this armor of 
a strong defense and a strong law 
the democracy will work and will 
deal, with all the tendencies and 
ideologies that present themselves. 
Cling fast to this simple truth and 
it will not be necessary to cry out 
that the wolf is at the door when-

UTAH’S 4 ELECTORAL VOTES 
ARE CAPTURED BY ROOSEVELT 


Democrats Appear Victorious in 
Most State and Congres- 
sional Races, 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, Nov. 6 
(AP).—President Roosevelt ' cap- 
tured Utah’s four electoral votes 
and members of his party appeared 
victorious in contests for most State 
and congressional offices. 

One race, possibly two, were in 
doubt. In 457 of the State’s 831 
districts, Herbert B. Maw, Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor, led 
Don B. Colton, Republican, 70,795 
to 66,013, but the outstanding dis- 
tricts were so widely spread that 
an upset still was possible. 

The second race considered pos- 
sible for Republican to win was 
for the First District congressional 
seat, which Abe Murdock left to 
run for the Senate. In 299 of 482 
districts, Walter K. Granger, Demo- 
crat, led LeRoy B, YOUNG, 34,336 
to 26,720. 

All but six counties contributed 
a lead as Roosevelt’s total grew 
to 84,511 in 457 districts. Willkie 
had 52,100. Murdock’s totals sur- 
passed even those of the President. 
In 457 districts he had 84,537 to 
32,031 for Republican Philo T. 
Farnsworth Jr. Representative J. 
W. Robinson, Democrat, won with 
ease.

NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—The Amer- 
fean Labor party appeared last 
night on the basis of incomplete 
but definite returns to have had 
a considerable influence in the 
Roosevelt-Wallace totals in New 
York State, 

Incomplete returns indicated 
that the Labor party would poll 
about 250,000 votes in New York 
City and would pick up several 
thousand more upstate. This is 
approximately the same as it re- 
ceived in 1936, when President 
Roosevelt polled 274,924 on’ the 
Labor ticket, but considerably less 
than the Labor party figure for 
1937, when Mayor F. H. LaGuardia 
received 483,000 Labor party votes. 

With 2600 of the 4050 election 
districts in New York City tabulat- 
ed, the Labor party vote was 188,- 
764 for President Roosevelt and 
Henry A. Wallace. 

One of Several “Protest” Parties. 

The Labor party was one of the 
minor parties throughout the na- 
tion which sought in the election 
to retain their places as parties of 
protest or to become the balance 
of power between the Republican 
and Democratic organizations. As 
the final returns filtered in, it was 
obvious that the vote of the Social- 
ist, Communist and other parties 
was negligible. 

Nevertheless, Norman ‘Thomas, 
Socialist candidate for President, 


in an address over a nation-wide p 


Columbia Broadcasting System net- 
work last night, appealed for na- 
tional unity and expressed the hope 
that the bitterness of the campaign 
would soon be forgotten. 

Luigi Antonini, State chairman 
of the Labor party, sent a telegram 
to Roosevelt congratulating him on 
the outcome of the election, Thom- 
as J. Lyons, president of the New 
York State Federation of Labor, 
issued a statement pointing out 
that the State federation had in- 
dorsed Roosevelt and saying that 
John L. Lewis, president of the 
Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions, “and his new-found anti-labor 
allies” have had their answer.

“At present I am doing housework,” she said, “and would 
the following facts: First, my employ- 
ers don’t want me to correct the 
children, so when the parents are 
away, the children play havoc with 
the house.

Skin Blemishes

és Y skin is oily and it’s 

M always breaking out with 

pimples.” I'd like to have 

a nickel for every time I’¥e heard 
this complaint. 

Poor health and hygiene are 
often to blame for those skin erup- 
tions, so don’t just give up and 
say “it’s my stomach.” You can 
do a lot to help your skin re- 
turn to its smooth, healthy state. 

Cleanliness is important, for 
skin health. Let’s underline this 


‘with red ink in our notebook. The 


oily skin that tends to “break out” 
should be kept strictly clean—and 
we mean clean. Three or four 
times daily, or even oftener, wash 
the face thoroughly with luke- 
warm water, mild soap and a clean 
cloth. Fortunately, the oily skin is 
usually less tender than other 
skins, and it can usually stand 
more frequent washing. 

Tincture of green soap may be 
used on very oily skins that tend 
to be sluggish; this soap is some- 
what drying and antiseptic, since 
it contains alcohol. If irritation 
occurs, switch to a milder soap 
and make sure that you are not 
scrubbing too hard. 

After washing, powder may be 
fluffed on lightly (not rubbed in), 
using a fresh piece of cotton as 
a puff and discarding after using 
once. A grimy puff may rub 
germs into the skin, causing infec- 
tions. 

Sorry, but you'll have to skip 
your favorite cold creams, cleans- 
ing creams and oily powder bases 
for a while—if your skin is in the 
oily, prone-to-pimples class. If you 
feel that a powder base is neces-

sary in order to make the powder 
stick, then use a very small 
amount of your favorite powder 
base, cream or lotion. 

Be sure that your skin is scrup- 
ulously clean before each new ap- 
plication of make-up, Wash the 
face, or at least wipe it with witch 
hazel or an astringent lotion. 

The hands must also be clean 
before you wash your face or ap- 
ply make-up. Germs are very 
often carried to the face by the 
fingers. The habit of touching the 
face or rubbing the fingers over 
it many times during the day, not 
only may bring new germs to the 
face but may spread the pimples 
to clear skin areas. 

Don’t pick at or squeeze pimples; 
this may make them grow larger 
and may cause a serious infection. 
Pimples around the upper lip and 
nostrils are in a very dangerous 
location and should be left strictly 
alone. Do no more than cover such 
blemishes with a piece of clean 


gauze wet with boric acid solu- 
tion. 
The very oily skin with a ten- 


dency to pimples and blackheads 


is sometimes benefited by _ the 
nightly use of a_ special lotion 
called “white lotion.” This is 


patted on the skin and washed off 
next morning. It helps the skin to 
peel, and peeling is good for such 
a skin. 

Sunshine is good for this skin 
condition, too, so let the sun shine 
directly on your face. Poor health, 
nutrition and elimination may be 
reflected in the condition of the 
skin. The health should receive 
a medical check-up. A diet con- 
taining plenty of fresh fruits, 
green vegetables, milk, whole grain 
cereals and whole wheat bread is 
advisable. Drink six to eight 
glasses of water daily. 

If your skin condition does not 
respond to these simple measures, 
it may be advisable to consult a 
dermatologist. 


Two Oldtime 
Views About 
Eating Meat

HE other day, in browsing 

through a second-hand book 

store, I came across a now 
long-forgotten volume, but on the 
title page was the name of the 
author, a name used by more than 
a million people a day in this land 
of the free choice and the plenti- 
ful food supply. It was J. H. Salis- 
bury, M. D., and he left his name 
on Salisbury steak as indelibly as 
Lord Sandwich left his on another 
delicacy. 

The contents of the book, as I 
say, have long been forgotten, but 
it may come as something of a 
surprise to many to know that 
once a reputable and conservative 
medical man should have advo- 
cated an almost exclusively meat 
diet. In states of health—that is, 
for a normal daily diet, Salisbury 
believed in a general fare with 
plenty of meat, but in certain dis- 
ease he thought that meat alone 
was the beneficial thing and he 
advocated that it be chopped up 
fine, which last stroke of gastro- 
nomic genius earned his name a 
place, if not in the hall of fame 
at least on the bill-of-fare board 
of every roadside tavern on the 
highways of North America. 

The idea was very popular in its 
day, and then a cloud came over 
the reputation of meat. And I 
think I can put my finger on the 
timé and the name of the cloud. 
It was a book called “Uric Acid,” 
by Dr. Haig, published about 1890. 
Haig, who was also a reputable 
physician, believed that nearly all 
chronic diseases come from an ac- 
cumulation of uric acid in the 
body and uric acid comes from 
meat. 
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HIS BOOK was a_ wonderful 
boon for a doctor who didn’t like 
to think too much. Here were 
nearly all the diseases known to 
man listed with case histories to 
show that when the patients were 
taken off meat they got well. It 
was so easy. F don’t know whether 
you've noticed it, but doctors are 
inclined to be a little faddy—espe- 
cially about chronic diseases. Now- 
adays they would have put those 
patients on vitamins. In Haig’s 
day they took them off meat. 

The truth lies between the two 
extremes. Our methods of chem- 
istry have improved since Haig’s 
day. We can determine exactly 
the uric acid contents of the blood 
—and there are few people who 
have any retention of it. 

Meat is a good, beneficial, and 
for some purposes, almost indis- 
pensable part of the diet. One need 
not go as far as the famous Salis- 
bury and eat nothing but meat, 
but it carries no hazard to eat it 
every day. 

Even in certain diseases—kidney 
ailments, and high blood pressure 
—where 25 years ago many doctors 
prohibited meat, nowadays they 
think the patients need a certain 
amount, 

Tomorrow we will review some 
of the newer knowledge of the nu- 
trition of meat.

OBODY ever thinks of a meat 
N pie as being made from left- 
overs. Of course, fresh meat 
is sometimes used for this purpose, 


which remaing from a roast.

Pepper. 

Two cups hot mashed potatoes. 

Melt butter in large frying pan, 
add onions, and saute three min- 
utes. Add meat, vegetables and to- 
mato soup, and stir over low heat 
until well mixed and thoroughly 
heated. Season to taste with salt 
and pepper. Pour mixture into 
greased one and one-half quart cas- 
serole. Cover with mashed pota- 
toes and bake in a moderately hot 
oven (400 degrees) about 15 min- 
utes, until potatoes are light brown. 
Yield, six servings. 


Steamed Pudding 

Five cups soft bread crumbs, one 
teaspoon soda, one-fourth teaspoon 
each of cloves, cinnamon, salt, one 
cup finely chopped suet, one cup 
molasses, two beaten eggs, one and 
one-half cups evaporated milk, one 
cup currants, one cup raisins, one- 
half cup chopped nuts, two cups 
sliced dates. Combine ingredients 
well with a fork. Grease individ- 
ual baking dishes and fill three- 
quarters full. Steam for one hour. 
Serve hot with hard or lemon 
sauce. A delicious pudding to try 
one of these wintry nights.
